Constitutional Convention Hinges On One More State

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
key to whether the nation will 
have its first constitutional con­ 
vention since the Founding Fa­ 
thers met in the “Grand Con­ 
vention” of 1787 appears to be in 
the hands of the Wisconsin legis­ 
lature. 
Legislatures of 33 states al­ 
ready have adopted resolutions 
petitioning Congress to call a 
convention aimed at overturn­ 
ing a 1964 Supreme Court deci­ 
sion requiring a one-man, one- 


vote basis for apportioning state 
legislatures. 
Action by only (me more state 
would invoke Article V of the 
Constitution, 
which 
provides 
that upon application of the leg­ 
islatures of two-thirds of the 
states Congress shall call a con­ 
vention for the purpose of pro­ 
posing amendments. 
An Associated Press survey 
spotlights the Wisconsin legisla­ 
ture as the one where the 
chances of putting the move 
over are best, although the reso­ 
lution faces an uphill fight. 


Two years ago the Wisconsin 
Senate passed a resolution ask­ 
ing for a constitutional conven­ 
tion on the reapportionment is­ 
sue, but the measure died in the 
Assembly. 
If Wisconsin—or some other 
state—becomes the 34th to peti­ 
tion for a convention, Congress 
will be plunged into a momen­ 
tous debate and, in the opinion 
of'some members, a constitu­ 
tional crisis of major propor­ 
tions. 
Basically, despite some differ­ 
ences in wording, the petitions 


to Congress ask for a constitu­ 
tional convention for proposing 
on amendment that would per­ 
mit factors other than popula­ 
tion to be taken into account in 
apportionment of one branch of 
a state legislature. 
Senate Republican Leader Ev­ 
erett M. Dirksen of Illinois has 
tried twice to win Senate ap­ 
proval of such an amendment. 
Each time Dirksen got a ma­ 
jority but not the necessary 
two-thirds margin. Since then, 
without fanfare, he has been 
pushing the drive in state legis­ 


latures tar a constitutional con­ 
vention. 
Under the C o n s t i t u t i o n , 
amendments can be proposed in 
two ways: Congress can submit 
them to the states, after approv­ 
al by a two-thirds majority in 
both the Senate and the House, 
or amendments can be submit­ 
ted by a convention. 
In either case, amendments 
have to be ratified by three- 
fourths of the states before be­ 
coming effective. 
The convention route never 
has been used.

mayor of New’ York, Nixon 
jabbed at his Adam’s apple and 
said: 
‘•This is the message that 
comes through rather loud and 
clear from these elections: the 
American people in our cities, 
in our small towns, and in this 
country are fed up to here with 
violence and lawlessness and 
they want candidates who will 
take a strong stand against it. I 
think that is the message for the 
candidates in the future.” 
While saying the people are 
voting against lawlessness, the 
President declared: 
“I do not believe the great 
majority of the American peo­ 
ple in our cities are anti-Negro. 
I do Dot believe they are anti­ 
poor or antiwelfare, or reaction­ 
ary, 
or 
members 
of 
hate 
groups.” 
On the major military contro­ 
versy of 1969—w’hether to au­ 
thorize a Nixon-sponsored Safe­ 
guard antiballistic missile sys­ 
tem—the President said flat 
out: 
‘‘We will win the fight on 
Safeguard. It will not be neces­ 
sary to compromise.” 
On another foreign policy top­ 
ic, Nixon expressed regret that 
the tense Middle East situation 
has not been defused during his 
tenure. But he called it a plus 
that the Soviet Union, Britain 
and France are joined with the 
United States for four-way talks 
that hopefully might produce 
‘‘some basis of communication” 
between Arabs and Israel. 
As for planned talks betw’een 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union on possible limitation of 
strategic arms, Nixon guessed 
these might start between July 
31 and Aug. 15, either in Vienna 
or Geneva. 
• On the subject of campus dis­ 
orders, Nixon said he opposes 
legislation that could cut off fed­ 
eral aid “from any college or 
university in which there was a 
demonstration.” 
He said the federal govern­ 
ment can’t be the policeman of 
every campus but, hopefully, 
the administration can develop 
“new legal remedies that m i^ t 
be available to college adminis­ 
trators to use w’here violence or 
lawlessness does occur . . . ” 
On other domestic matters, 
Nixon salt: 
—FBI Director J. Edgar Hoo­ 
ver, embroiled in a controversy 
over wiretaps placed on the 
home of the late Dr. Martin Lu­ 
ther King Jr., enjoys his full 
confidence and there has been 
no talk of replacing him. Nixon 
said he is convinced Hoover act­ 
ed properly in placing the tap. 
—Secretary of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare Robert H. 
Finch 
will

Razor-Thin Vote Majority 


DUBLIN (AP) — Prime Min­ 
ister Jack Lynch’s conservative 
Fianna Fail patty appeared to­ 
day to have won a razor-thin 
majority in Ireland’s parliamen­ 
tary elections. Lynch called it 
“a great victory.” 
With 17 of the 143 contested 
seats still undecided, the Fianna 
Fail—Soldiers of Destiny—heftd 
66 seats in the Dail, the lower 
house of Parliament. The Cen­ 
trist Fine Gael—Irish party- 
had captured 44 seats, and the 
leftist Labor party won 16.

Many a father of tile bride, 
suffering from the post-wedding 
day bills blues, has been heard 
to moan, “I wish they would 
have 
eloped. 
The 
modern 
couple need not go that far to 
provide financial relief to the 
brides father. 
More 
and 
more 
young 
working couples who want a 
larger 
and 
more 
elaborate 
wedding than would be possible 
while keeping within the brides 
parents financial means, are 
paying all or part of the costs 
traditionally borne by the bride 
•nd her family. For example, 
a couple who wants steak in­ 
stead of the chicken that the 
brides budget calls for may 
elect to pay the price difference 
themselves. Or if the couple 
wants more guests, than the 
bridal budget allows for, they 
may chip in the additional cash. 
Its not unusual — even if 
Emily Post won’t agree — for 
the groom or the 
g r o o m ’s 
family to assume some ex­ 
penses traditionally borne by 
the bride — particularly if the 
grooms family is considerably 
wealthier than that of the bride. 
If the groom himself is finan­ 
cially established, he may wish 
to foot all the wedding ex­ 
penses. 
(In 
keeping 
with 
propriety, however, he should 
not pay for the more intimate 
items in his brides trousseau.) 
Sometimes, particularly when 
the bride has no family, the 
grooms family will make tile 
couple a gift of the entire 
wedding and get much pleasure 
by doing so. One mother of a 
recent groom explained the 
situation thus: “When my son, 
a recent college graduate, got 
engaged he and his fiancee 
came to us and explained that 
because of the brides family 
circumstances — her father was 
dead and she was sending 
herself through college — they 
would be unable to have an 
elaborate reception unless we 
helped out. And an elaborate 
wedding with the works was 
what they both wanted. We’re 
wrell able to afford it so we 
offered to pay for everything. 
Not only did they get what they 
wanted, but it made us very 


happy too; its a gift which will 
always 
give 
us 
cherishable 
memories.” 
Even the formal etiquette 
books have bent in recent years 
and now list several expenses 
that are optional or set by local 
custom. However, in most cases 
these 
so-called 
optional 
ex­ 
penses don’t give any financial 
break to the father of the bride 
— they only add to his burden. 
Items in this classification in­ 
clude: 
Bride’s bouquet, traditionally 
a gift from the groom, may be 
purchased by bride’s family as 
part of her outfit. 
Bachelor dinner is given by 
groom in some areas; by his 
attendants in others. 
Rehearsal 
dinner 
may 
be 
hosted by either the bride's or 
groom’s family. 
B r i d e s m a i d s' luncheon, 
usually given by the bride, may 
be given by the attendants. 
Corsages for 
mothers 
and 
grandmothers 
a r e 
usually 
provided by the groom but the 
bride may buy those for her 


own mother and grandmother. 
For those who believe in 
complying with etiquette rules 
to the letter of the law, here’s

looking persons claim. But even 
a 
gambler tries to put his 
money on the prospect offering 
the most favorable odds. Since 
the stakes in the matrimonial 
sweepstakes are high — loser 
gets nothing 
except alimony 
deductions (or payments) — the 
smart gambler will look for the 
closest to a sure thing. 
The odds aire with you if 
you’re in your 20s, have finished 
school and earned some money. 
In addition, if you live in a 
rural area or suburb, preferably 
in 
the 
Northeast 
and you’re 
marrying someone about your 
own age 
who 
also 
finished 
school and who now, too, earns 
money regularly, you’re better 
than a 15:1 favorite to achieve 
stability and wedded bliss. 
A c c o r d i n g 
to 
statistics 
compiled by the Census Bureau 
of 
the 
U.S. 
Department 
of 
Commerce, 
the 
three 
inter­ 
related elements most essential 
for 
a 
stable 
marriage 
are 
mature age, a good education 
and a steady income. 
Age at marriage has a direct 
bearing on marital stability. 
Statistics show, for example, 
that women who marry before 
the age of 18 are twice as likely 
to see their marriages end in 
divorce ar separation as those 
who marry at 18 ar 19; and 
they’re three times likelier to 
fail than those who wait until 
22, 23 or 24. With men, the ages 
run about three years higher 
— tile average age difference 
found in most couples. 
The more education a person 
gets, the older he tends to be 
when he marries. Male college 
graduates — who as a group 
are the oldest when they first 
say *T do” — and who tend 
to marry 
omen approximately 
their own ages 
have the 
greatest 
chance 
for 
marital' 
success. 
Conversely, 
broken 
marriages 
occur 
most 
often 
among 
men 
with 
limited 
education and incomes. Beyond 
doubt, the Census takers find, 


the more schooling a man has, 
the higher his income and the 
better 
are 
his 
chances 
for 
competing for a wife and at­ 
taining marriage stability. 
At the same time, marriages 
seem to spur earning power and 
married men tend to a\erage 
higher incomes than men who 
are unmarried. 
Another high-ranking factor in 
the 
marital 
sweepstakes 
is 
place and type of residence. 
Generally, it’s been found that 
the moire thickly populated the 
area, 
the 
smaller 
the 
per­ 
centage of stable marriages. 
Rural communities have more 
stable 
marriages 
than 
com­ 
munities elsewhere and stability 
in marriage diminishes in the 
following order: suburbs, small 
cities, large cities. 
Some qualifications to this 
finding should be noted. The 
percentage of Americans living 
in rural areas is decreasing, a 
trend expected to continue. A 
logical possibility for the high 
percentage 
of 
stable 
rural 
marriages is that persons with 
unstable ar broken marriages 


migrate from rural areas to 
metropolitan centers. 
Broken marriages aire most 
common in the West — par­ 
ticularly among white women. 
The Northeast otters the most 
chance of a stable marriage for 
a white woman — due pertly 
to the presence in this area of 
many 
ethnic 
groups 
with 
traditionally low divorce rates 
and to stringent divorce laws. 
On the other hand, among non­ 
white women, marital breakups 
are most likely in the Nor­ 
theast. On the whole, non-whites 
have two to three times as 
many 
broken 
marriages 
as 
white but whites and non-whites 
of the same level of schooling 
have about the same rates of 
marital breakup. 
Although the 1967 divorce rate 
per 1,000 population reached its 
highest peak since 1949, the fact 
remains that most people marry 
only once. Four out of five 
women who married about 30 
years ago are still in that 
marriage and among those who 
married about age 21, nine out 
of ten are still married to the 
same man.

Happy Thoughts Make Portrait 


“I ve never taken a bad picture of 
a 
bride,” 
says 
bridal 
fashion 
photographer Larry Gordon. 
Gordon isn’t 
boasting 
about 
his 
talent; he’s simply pointing up the fact 
that when a girl gets into a bridal 
gown, something inside her lights up. 
“The 
photographer 
has 
only 
to 
capture that look,” as Gordon remarks. 
Tills doesn’t mean, however, that all 
a girl has to do is sit back and presto—a 
beautiful portrait. Actually, there are 
many things a girl can do to insure 
better photographs starting from the 
f i r s t 
picture-taking 
session—the 
engagement photo. 
Most girls try to glamorize them­ 
selves 
for the 
engagement 
photo, 
Gordon says. They go to the hair­ 
dressers; then to the sitting. Instead 
he advises a girl to have her hair done 
a day or two before the engagement 
photo is taken so that the hair looks 
natural. The same goes for makeup— 
natural street makeup is the rule. When 
posing 
a 
girl 
should 
keep 
happy 
thoughts in her mind. “Pay attention 
to the photographer but the happy 
thoughts—that is what will reflect in 
the picture,” he adds. 
As soon as she has the wedding dress 
in hand, Gordon urges the bride to 
make an appointment for the bridal 
portrait. This gives the photographer 
time to retouch the photo. 
The bridal portrait requires a com­ 
plete makeup job as opposed to the 
regular street makeup worn for the 
engagement photo. Brides should use 
a light based makeup, even if they’re 
tan, and the base should be worked 
down into the neck and into all visible 
areas so that the skin color appears 
even. If a bride uses a dark base, he 
explains, the contrast between the light 
gown and the dark complexion makes 
tor a poor picture. 
Gordon cautions a girl to handle the 
makeup accents lightly because “when 
a girl is in a gown and a veil, any ac­ 
cented features show up more intensely 
than if she were in street clothes.” 
A bride should realize that photos 


add 15 per cent in weight to a girl’s 
normal 
appearance, 
says 
Gordon. 
Therefore, if you have a tendency to 
look heavy, ifs important that a girl 
learn to shade her face to bring out 
the best angle. For example, a jawbone 
covered with a base two shades darker 
than the regular btise, will look less 
imposing. Shading below the eyes with 
a lighter color will accentuate the eyes. 
Alter putting on her makeup, a girl 
should study herself in the mirror and 
select the look she wishes to convey. 
The 
photographer 
will direct her, 
acknowledges Gordon, but the girl 
herself is often the best guide to what 
will be the best pose. 
The bride’s last encounter with the 
photographer comes on the wedding 
day. On this occasion, he says, it is 
the ceremony that is most important 
photographically speaking—rather than 
the bride herself. 
Although Gordon notes that there are 
photo restrictions in some churches and 
synagogues—such as no flash — he 
comments that with telefoto lenses 
and available light there is no reason 
why a photographer would have to 
disturb the ceremony in any way. 
Just in case, however, he advises the 
bride to work out any photo restric­ 
tions with her clergyman before the 
ceremony.

Capt. Jo hn P. Stev enso n o f the 
Australian aircraft carrier Mel­ 
bo urne described the last mo ­ 
ments o f the three 
Americans 
after the Ev ans was sliced in 
half by the Melbo urne during 
war games in the So uth China 
Sea. 
He to ld the U.S.-Australian 
bo ard o f inquiry inv estigating 
the June 3 co llisio n the three 
sailo rs were the o nly Americans 
sighted aliv e but no t sav ed after 
the predawn co llisio n. Sev enty - 
fo ur Ev ans crewmen died. 
Stev enso n said the three men 
were o n the bo w sectio n o f the 
Ev ans and were sucked under 
when it sank within minutes o f 
the co llisio n. 
The captain said rescue o per- 
atio ns co nducted by his crew 
were “ abso lutely tho ro ugh . . .

OPEN LETTER 


June 16, 1969 


Dear Mr. Myers: 
It strikes me funny that you would write to Congressman Dent on the 
record of UE and Communism. Mr. Dent comes from a small town in 
Pennsylvania, where the UE has some Labor Activity. 


I ask you, “Why you did not write to your Congressman right here 
in Ohio?” 
Better yet I will give you a copy of the Commonwealth of Massachu­ 
setts report of the Special Commission who investigated the United 
Electrical and Radio Machine Workers of America. 


In their report you will read where the Communist influences and 
policies dominate the National Organization. The complete evidence 
before the Commission revealed the exact pattern by which the UE had 
come under effective Communist Party control — 


1. Securing Communist Dominations at the top. 


2. Placing willing, pliable and subservient non-Communist front men 
in positions of seeming authority. 


3. Spot placing active Communists in a limited number of key posts 
down the line. 


4. The use of Union newspapers and other means of communications 
for Communist purposes. 


5. The use of the Union name to back and further Communist propa­ 
ganda and Communist causes. 


6. The drawing of Union funds for Communist purposes. 


7. A vicious crack-down on any one who raises the issue of Commu­ 
nism within the Union. 


This you will find on Page IO of the Commission's report. 


The Rev. Francis J. McDonnell of Boston, issued a statement that 
any man who came to see him, that in conscience they could not vote 
for the UE because of its long history of being Communist dominated. 


Also I read in this report where Bridgeport, Connecticut Local of 
the UE expelled twenty-six (26) members of the Local because of 
their Communist Party affiliations, and the Local was immediately and 
illegally expelled by the Executive Committee of the National Organi­ 
zation. 


The Report detailed the manner in which the Communist Party has 
dominated and directed the affairs of the UE. 


I think you should take one hour of your time to go to the library in 
Circleville, Ohio and read the book “‘A History of American Labor”, 
pages 408-420 and 430, and make up your own mind. 


In the future I will show you page after page of news in newspapers in 
regard to the UE.
